Almoſt all Things contained in theſe Creeds, have al- 
ready been confirmed, under the preceding Articles, by 
the 'Teſtimonies of the Fathers. But becauſe Hereticks 
bitterly and reproachtully inveigh againſt the Nicene Fa- 
thers, and againſt Athanaſius, as if they were Corrupters 
of the Chrittian Faith; 1 ſhall here inſert ſome Expoſi- 
tions of Faith which are older than the Micene-Creed.

Adam, is ſuch, that he cannot turn and 
prepare himſelf by his own natural Strength 
and good Works to Faith and calling upon 
God: Wherefore we have no Power to do good 
Works, plcaſant and acceptable to God, with- 
out the Grace of God by Chriſt preventing us, 
that we may have a good Will, and working 
with us when we have that good Will. 


The Condition, &c.] God created Man perfect in his 
Kind, and with a will which was free to chuſe either 
Guod or Evil. But he fell from that Liberty when he 
committed Sin, he broke that Power which he had of 
Election or Choice, he ceaſed to be free with relation to 
Good, and became the Servant of Sin, From thence pro- 
ceeds ſuch a Blindneſs of his Underſtanding, ſuch a Per- 
verſcneſs of his Will, and ſuch an Impetuouſneſs of his 
Paſſions and Appetites, that, when left to himſelf, he is 
not able either to diſcern or chuſe thoſe Things which are 
truly good, but is hurricd into the Chotce of fuch l hings 
as arc contrary thereto. And therefore the Apoſtle ſays, 
That they that are in the Fliſb carn; t pleaſe ( God, Rom. viii. 8. 
Hence we have Need oi the Affiltance of the Holy Spirit, 
to enable us to chuſe and perform whatever is good.

| AA Lbeit that good Works, which are the 

Fruits of Faith, and follow after Juſti- 
fication, cannot put away our Sins, and en- 
dure the Severity of God's Judgment ; yet are 
they pleaſing and acceptable to God in Chriſt, 
and do ſpring out neceſſarily of a true and 
lively Faith, inſomuch that by them a lively 
Faith may be as evidently known as a Tree 
diſcerned by the Fruit. 


Good Noris] Tho! good Works are not meritorious, yet 
that they are pleaſing to God, and accepted through Chriſt, 
appears from hence, becauſe God hath created us in Chriſt 
Feſus unte god Ti/orks, (Eph. ii. 10.) and becauſe Chr ſt 
gave himſelf for us, that he might purify unte himſelf a pecu- 
liar People, zealus of good Works (Tit. ii. 14.) who alſo 
will render to every Man according to his Deeds, Rom. ii. 6. 
Our Works indeed are imperfect, fo that they cannot endure 
the ſeverity of God's Fudgment, much leſs expiate our dins, 
fince they themſelves rather want to be expiated by the 
Merits of Chriſt. But for his Sake God deals bounti- 
fully with us, and does not judge us ſeverely, but has Com- 
paſhon upon our Weaknets, and ordains infinite Rewards 
for thoſe who do well, tho' imperfectly, 

The Fruits of Faith] See James ii. 17, 18. Faith, if it 
have not TWorks, is dead, being alone. Yea, a Man may ſay, 
Thou haft Faith, and I have Mors: Shew me Thy Faith 
without thy Mort, and I will ſhew thee My Faith by my 
Works.

But what mortal Man, either before or after the Grace of 
Chriſt, hath been thus happy in doing well? And there- 
fore the Works of Unbelievers, how ſpecious ſoever, can 
deſerve nothing, by reaſon of their Imperſection; and they 
are to be looked upon as Evil rather than Good, upon the 
account of their Defects. See Rom. iii. 9, 10, 19, 20, 23. 
M hat then? Are we better than they? No, in no wiſe. Hor 
we have before proved both Fetus and Gentiles, that they are all 
under Sin : As it is written, there is none righteous, no not 
one.

But 
what Foundation is there for this Sort of Merit, ſince all 
of us are by Nature evil?

Oluntary Works beſides, over and above 

God's Commandments, which they call 
Works of Supererogation, cannot be taught 
without Arrogancy and Impiety. For by them 
Men do declare, that they do not only render 
unto

unto God as much as they are bound to do, but 
that they do more for his Sake, than of bounden 
Duty is required: Whereas Chriſt ſaith plain- 
ly, When ye have done all that are command- 
ed you, ſay, We are unprofitable Servants, 


Works of Supererogation] Since the Law of God is per- 
fect in every Part, and requires us to do every good Work; 
ſince we are commanded to love Ged with all our Souls, 
and with all our Strength, (Luke x. 27.) and fince_that 
Love is the impulſive Cauſe of our performing every good 
Work; what Room is there for Supererogation ? And how 
ſhould Man be more perfect than the Law of God, which 
is the exact Rule of all Perfection, and which propoſes Gad 
himſelf as a Pattern to Man in doing well? Be ye perfect, 
even as your Father which is in Heaven, is perfect, Matth. 
v. 48. do far is any Man from being more good than he 
ought to be, that veither is he able, to fulfil what he ought 
to do. And therefore even the beſt of Men, laying aſide all 
Notions of Supererogation, are daily to pray, that their 
Debts (or Treſpaſſes) may be forgiven them. But that any 
one ſhould at the ſame time be both a Debtor and a Super- 
erogator, is manifeſtly abſurd, | 

See Luke xviii. 10—14. Two Men went up into the Tem- 

le to pray; the one a Phariſee, and the other a Publican. 
The Phariſze ſtaod and prayed thus with himſelf: God, 1 
thank thee that I am not as other Men are, Extortioners, 
Unjuft, Adulterers, or even as this Publican. i twice in 
the Week, I give Tithes of all that I poſſeſs. And the Pub- 
lican landing afar off, would not lift up ſo much as his Eyes 
unto Heaven; but ſmote upon his Breaſt, ſaying, God be mer- 
2. to me a Sinner. I tell you, this Man went down to his 
aufe juſtified rather than the other : For every one that ex- 
alteth himfelf, ſhall be abaſed; and he that humbleth himſelf,

ing Salvation, as Veſſels made to Honour, 
Wherefore they which be endued with fo ex- 
cellent a Benefit of God, be called according 
to God's Purpoſe by his Spirit working in due 
Seaſon : They through Grace obey the Call- 
Ing : They be juſtified freely: They be made 
Sons of God by Adoption: They be made 
like the Image of his only begotten Son Jeſus 
Chriſt : They walk religiouſly in good Works, 
and at length by God's Mercy they attain to 
everlaſting Felicity. 
As the godly Conſideration of Predeſtina- 
tion, and our Election in Chriſt, is full of 
ſweet, pleaſant, and unſpeakable Comfort to 
odly Perſons, and ſuch as feel in themſelves 
the Working of the Spirit of Chriſt, mortify- 
ing the Works of the Fleſh, and their carthly

- Furthermore, we muit receive God's Pro- 
miſes, in ſuch wite as they be generally ſer 
forth to us in Holy Scripture. And in our 
Doings, that Will of God is to be followed, 
which we have exprelsly declared unto us in 
the Word of God, 


The everlaſting Purpoſe, &c.] The Truth of this whale 
Article will ſufficiently appear from the I exts of Scripture, 
which | ſhell here ſubjoin. But I would defire the Reader 
to obſerve, that only the Grace of Election is aſſerted in 
it, and that the Severity of Reprobation is left wholly un- 
touch'd upon. And here I would adviſe him to ſtop, and 
to reſtrain his Curioſity, For the Doctrine of Predeſtina- 
tion is a profound Abyſs; in ſounding of which, it is but 
to little Purpoſe for young Men to buſy themſelves, Much 
leſs does it become Preachers to trouble their Auditors 
about theſe decp Myſteries : They ſhould rather ſet forth 
God's Promiſes in general Terms, as they are propos'd in 
the holy Scriptures, and as it is our Duty to embrace them.

HEY alſo are to be had accurſed, that 
preſume to ſay, That every Man ſhall 
be ſaved by the Law or Sect, which he pro- 
feſſeth, ſo that he be diligent to frame his 
Life, according to that Law, and the Light 
of Nature. For Holy Scripture doth. ſet. 
out unto us only the Name of Jeſus Chriſt, 
whereby Men muſt be ſaved. 


Are to be had accurſed, &c.] They certainly, H any, de- 
ſerve to be anathematized or accurſed, who look upon the 
Goſpel as entirely uſeleſs. For in vain did Chriſt reveal it, 
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Norzs on the XXXIX Articles 


and in vain did he command it to be preached through the 
whole World, if, after all, Believers and Unbelievers are 
equally intitled to Salvation. And yet, as we find in Mark 
xvi. 16. this Salvation is promiſed only to thoſe who believe, 
and eternal Damnation is denounced againſt thoſe who be- 
lieue not. How God will deal with thoſe, among whom 
Chriſt hath not been preached, is not our Bufineſs to de- 
termine, Charity indeed requires us to hope well of ſuch 
of them, if any ſuch there be, who live up to the Rules of 
right Reaſon; but to place them upon a Level with the 
Church of God, is a very high Degree of Boldneſs and 
Preſumption. Concerning ſuch Perſons, this Article is 
filent; and it only declares thoſe Men to deſerve being 
anathematized, or had accurſed, who hold all Religions to 
be indifferent Matters, as if God regarded them all alike ; 
whereas the Religion of Chriſt is ſtill the only Way to 
Salvation, which 1s inſtituted by God, |

ARTICLE XIX. 
Of the Church. 


HE viſible Church of Chriſt is a Con- 

gregation of faithful Men, in the which 
the pure Word of God is preached, and the 
Sacraments be duly miniſtred according to 
Chriſt's Ordinance, in all thoſe Things that 
of Neceſſity are requiſite to the ſame. 

As the Church of Hieruſalem, Alexandria, 
and Antioch, have erred, ſo alſo the Church 
of Rome hath erred, not only in their Living 
and Manner of Ceremonies, but alſo in 


Matters of Faith, 


Viſible Church, &c.) Since it is Religion that makes a 
Church, and not the Church that makes Religion; - the 
Church is to be tried and diſcerned by Religion, and not 
Religion by the Church. And the Viſible Church (for the 
Inviſible one, which conſiſts ſolely of the Elect, is not here 
treated of) is that which maintains the Religion of Chriſt, 
and profeſſes its Belief in the Father, Son, anc Holy Ghoſt, 
by. baptizing its Members in their Names, ana celebrating 
the holy Supper, as Chriſt hath appointed. Theſe Things 
are eſſential to a Church; and as long as theſe are preſerved, 
a Church does not ceaſe to be, tho' in ſome other Things 
it may err. For every Error does not ſubvert the Foun- 
dation of a Church. But particular Churches may not only 
err, but alſo fall off entirely from Chriſt. For that Saying 
of Chriſt, Matth. xvi. 18. Upon this Rock I will build my 
Church, and the Gates of Hell ſhall not prevail againſt it, is to 
be underſtood only of the Catholick or Univerſal Church.

« Faith of Jeſus Chriſt throughout Judea, and planted 
Churches there, went afterwards into other Parts of the 
* World, and publiſhed the fame Doctrine of the ſame 
« Faith to the Gentiles, and ſo proceeded to found Churches 
© in every City; from which afterwards other Churches 
&< borrowed, and ſtill continue to borrow the Principles of 
* their Faith, and the Rudiments of their Doctrine, that 
& ſo they might become Churches. And by this Means 
They alſo are reputed Apoſtolical, as being the Offspring 
& of the Apoſtolical Churches, Every Kind of which is 
© to be eſtimated according to its Original. And therefore, 
& ſo many and great Churches are nothing elſe but that 
Primitive One, from which all the Reſt proceed. Thus 
they are all Primitive, and all Apoſtolical, whilſt they 
<« all agree in one and the ſame Truth ; whilſt there is 
« amongſt them a Communication of Peace, and an Ap- 
c pellation of Brotherhood, and a League of Hoſpitality ; 
« which Rights are no otherwiſe to be preſerved inviola- 
ble, than by an uniform Participation of the ſame holy 
« Sacrament.” | 
Note, that the Church of Rome kept the Faith uncorrupt 
for ſome Ages; and therefore that it is no Wonder, if we 
find it commended by the primitive Fathers for its Conſtan- 
cy in preſerving that Faith: I bo* even then it was not 
entirely free from Error, ſince, as St. Ferom in his Com- 
ment on /a. viii. witneſſes, it did not receive the Epiſtle 
to the Hebrews into the Canon of Scripture, But how 
much it afterwards erred from the Truth, will abundantly 
appear from the following Articles. 
As the Church of Hieruſalem, Sc.] This Article takes 
notice of the Errors of the Churches of Feruſalem, Alex- 
andria, and Antioch, becauſe they were the moſt famous 
ones, and were advanced to the Dignity of being Patri- 
archal Churches as well as that of Rome. As to which 


laſt, Pope Elutherins fell into the Error of /Jontanus, 
Pope Liberius into that of Arius, Pope Zoſimus into that of 
Pelagius, &c. and at length that very Church become a 
moſt loathlome Sink of various Errors.

HE Church hath Power to decree Rites 


or Ceremonies, and Authority in Con- 
trovetſies of Faith: And yet it is not lawful 
for the Church to ordain any Thing that is 
contrary to God's Word written, neither may 
it ſo expound one Place in Scripture, that it 
be repugnant to another. Wherefore although 
the Church be a Witneſs and a Keeper of 
Holy Writ, yet as it ought not to decree any 
Thing againſt the ſame, ſo beſides the ſame 
ought it not to enforce any Thing to be be- 
heved for Neceſſity of Salvation. 


The Church, &c.) By the Church is here meant, They 
who are veſted with Eccleſiaſtical Authority. Now fince 
it is Their Buſineſs to take Care that in the Church all Things 
be done decently and in Order (1 Cor. xiv. 40.) and that the 
true Faith be preſerved; they muſt neceſſarily have a Power 
to decree Rites and Ceremonies, without which nothing 
can be decently and orderly done in publick Aﬀemblies; and 
they muſt alſo have Authority in Controverſies of Faith, in 
order to prevent the Peace of the Church from being diſ- 
turbed by contentious Diſputations, and the Minds of the 
Faithful from being corrupted by the Sophiſtry of Hereticks,

T is not lawful for any Man to take upon 

him the Office of publick Preaching, or Mi- 
niſtring the Sacraments in the Congregation, 
before he be lawfully called and ſent to exe- 
cute the ſame. And thoſe we ought to judge 
lawfully called and ſent, which be choſen and 
called ro this Work by Men who have pub- 
lick Authority given unto them in the Con- 
gregation, to call and ſend Miniſters into 
the Lord's Vineyard, 


To take upon him, &c.] Since the Miniſters of the Word 
and Sacraments are Ambaſſaders for Ghrift, and Miniſters of 
God (2 Cor. v. 20. and vi. 4.) they muſt neceſlarily receive 
their Authority from God, and be ſent by him; and muſt 
not aſſume that Authority to themſelves, unleſs they are 
called to it by God. And ſince God our Saviour, com the 
Time when he called the Apoſtles, has not immediately called 
any one to the Miniſtry it follows, that they muſt be called 


by thoſe, whoſe Buſineſs it is to call others. Thus the Apol- . 


tles ordained Preſbyters and Biſhops, and the Biſhops ordain- 
ed by the Apoſtles did from thenceforth ordain others.

Of the Sacraments. 


Acraments ordained of Chritt be not only 

Badges or Tokens of Chriſtian Men's 
Profeſſion: but rather they be certain ſure 
Witneſſes, and effectual Signs of Grace and 
God's good Will towards us, by the which 
he doth work invifibly in us, and doth *not 
only quicken, but allo ſtrengthen and confirm 
our Faith in him. 

There are two Sacraments ordained of 
Chriſt our Lord in the Goſpel, that is to fay, 
Baptiſm, and the Supper of the Lord. 

Thoſe five, commonly called Sacraments, 
that is to ſay, Confirmation, Penance, Orders, 
Matrimony, and extreme Unction, are not to 
be counted for Sacraments of the Goſpel, being 
ſuch as have grown, partly of the corrupt fol- 
lowing of the Apoſtles, partly are States of Life 
allowed by the Scriptures : But yet have not 
like Nature of Sacraments with Baptiſm and 
the Lord's Supper, for that they have not any 
viſible Sign or Ceremony ordained of God. 

The Sacraments were not ordainedof Chriſt 
to be gazed upon, or to be carried about, but 


that we ſhould daily uſe them. And in ſuch _ 


only as worthily receive the ſame, they have 
a wholſome Effet or Operation : but they 
that receive them unworthily, purchaſe to 
themſelves Damnation, as St. Paul faith. 


Net only Badges or Tokens, &c.] The Sacraments are 


indeed Tokens, by which Chriſtians are diſtinguiſhed from 
12 Infidels;

It is here to be obſerved, that if we do not find the Num- 

ber of the Sacraments determined in ſo many Words by 
the primitive Fathers, it is, becauſe in their Time there 
was no Diſpute about this Matter. Peter Lombard, a 
Writer of the Twelfth Century, was the firſt that made 
them to be preciſely Seven. Eugenius IV. about the Year 
of Chriſt 1439, taught the Arminians the ſame Doctrine. 
The Council of Trent afterwards confirmed it by a De- 
cree; from whence Pius IV. inſerted it in his new Creed: 
And ſo at length the Whim of a trifling Schoolman be- 
came an Article of Faith, 

On the other Hand, Zu/tin Martyr, in his Expoſition of 4, . ; 
our Religion, (in which aiſo he declares that he ſpeaks no- cap. 79. ad. 
thing out of Spite to any Man, nor with any Diſſimulation) #*- 
makes mention of only Two Sacraments, to wit, Baptiſm, : 
and the Euchariſt or Lord's Supper. Tertullian likewiſe 5," 8 
joins theſe Two together, and ſays nothing of any more. De 4-2.

Of the Unworthineſs of the Miniſters, 
which hinders not the Effect of the 


Sacraments. 


Lthough in the viſible Church the Evil 

be ever mingled with the Good, and 
ſometime the Evil have chief Authority in the 
Miniſtration of the Word and Sacraments ; 
yet foraſmuch as they do not the ſame in their 
own Name, but in Chriit's, and do miniſter 
by his Commiſſion and Authority, we may 


uſe their Minittry, both in hearing the Word

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of God, and in receiving of the Sacraments. 
Neither is the Effect of Chriſt's Ordinance 
taken away by their Wickedneſs, nor the 
Grace of God's Gifts diminiſhed from ſuch, as 
by Faith and rightly do receive the Sacraments 
miniſtred unto them, which be effectual, be- 
cauſe of Chriſt's Inſtitution and Promiſe, al- 
though they be miniſtred by evil Men. 

Nevertheleſs it appertainech to the Diſci- 
pline of the Church that Inquiry be made 
of evil Miniſters, and that they be accuſed 
by thoſe that have Knowledge of their Of- 
fences; and finally being found guilty, by 
juſt Judgment be depoſed. 


Sometime the Evil have chief, &c.] The Miniſters of the 
Goſpel do not adininiſter their own, but Chriſt's Sacra- 
ments; and the Church, in receiving them, hath reſpect 
unto Chriſt himſelf, and not to Them; and therefore it re- 
ceives them, not ſo much from the Miniſters, as from Chriſt 
himſelf, through their Hands. The Virtue then and Effica- 
cy of them, ſince it depends upon Chriſt alone, cannot be 
hindered by a Miniſter, how wicked ſoever he may be.

Aptiſm is not only a Sign of Profeſſion, 


and Mark of Difference, whereby 
Chriſtian Men are diſcerned from others that 
be not chriſtened ; but it is alſo a Sign of Re- 
generation, of New Birth : Whereby, as by an 
Inſtrament, they that receive Baptiſm rightly, 
are grafted into the Church: The Promiſes of 
the Forgiveneſs of Sin, and of our Adoption 
to be the Sons of God by the Holy Ghoſt, are 
viſibly 


its 4Is 
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, viſibly ſigned and ſealed: Faith is confirmed, 
and Grace increaſed by virtue of Prayer unto 
God. The Baptiſm of young Children is in 
any wile to be retained in the Church, as moſt 
agreeable with the Iuſtitution of Chriſt, 


The Greek Words Banligu and Barlow (from whence 
the Engliſb Word Baptiſm is taken) among the ſacred Wri- 
ters, denote any Waſbing, whether it be by Dipping, or 
Sprinkling. See Mark vii. 4. And when they come from the 

larket, iù wn Banliowila, except they WASH, they eat not: 
And many other Things there be, which they have received to 
Hold, ſuch as the Banlope;, the W ASHINGS of Cups and Pots, 
brazen Veſſels, and of Tables, And Luke xi. 38. And when 
the Phariſee ſaw it, he marvelled as 2 apuror canio0, that be 
had not firſt WASHED, before Dinner. 

But whether the Sacrament of Baptiſm be adminiſtered 
by Dipping, or by Sprink/ing, it ſignificantly points out to us 
the Grace which is conferred by this Sacrament. For as 
the Filth of the Body is waſhed away by Water, fo are the 
Stains of the Soul by Remiffion of Sins: and as in Inmer- 
ſion, or Dipping, it is intimated that we are buried and rife 
again with Chriſt ; fo in Aſper/zon, or Sprinkling, tis like- 
wiſe ſignified that we die, and are born again; fince it was 
the Cuſtom to roh the Dead, as well as thoſe who were 
newly born. See As ix. 37. It came to paſs in thaſe Days 3 
that ſhe (Tabitha) was ſich, and died; whom when they had 
«waſhed, they laid her in an upper Chamber,

ARTICLE XXVII. 
Of the Lord's Supper. 


HE Supper of the Lord is not only a 
Sign of the Love that Chriſtians ought 
to have among themſelves one to another; but 
rather it is a Sacrament of our Redemption by 
Chriſt's Death: Inſomuch that to ſuch asright- 
ly, worthily, and with Faith, receive the fame, 
the Bread which we break, is a Partaking of 
the Body of Chriſt ; and likewiſe the Cup of 
Elefling, is a Partaking of the Blood of Chriſt. 
Tranſubſtantiation (or the Change of the 
Subſtance of Bread and Wine) in the Supper 
of the Lord, cannot be proved by Holy Writ : 
But it is 1epugnant to the plain Words of Scrip- 
ture, overthroweth the Nature of a Sacrament, 
and hath given Occaſion to many Superſtitions. 
The Body of Chriſt is given, taken, and 
eaten in the Supper only after an heavenly 
and ſpiritual Manner. And the Mean where- 
by the Body of Chriſt is received and eaten 
in the Supper, is Faith, 
The Sacrament of the Lord's Supper was 
not by Chriſt's Ordinance reſerved, carried 
about, lifted up, or worthipped. 


Not only a Sign, &c.] The Lord's Supper is, indeed, a 
Sign of that mutual Love, and of that intimate Fellowſhip, 
which is, or ought to be, among Chriſtians : For we being 
many, are one Bread, and one Body; for we are all Par- 
takers of that one Bread, 1 Cor. x. 17. But it chiefly points 
out to us Chriſt offered as an expiatory Sacrifice for us, 
and as ſuch it really exhibits him to every one who wor- 
thily partakes of the ſacred Elements of Bread and Wine. 
See Hooker's Eccl, Pol. B. V. Sect. 67. TJewel's Def. 
Apol. Part II. Ch. 12. Diviſ. 1. 
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' A Sacrament of our Redemption] See Matth. xxvi. 26, 
27, 28. And as they were eating, Feſus took Bread, and 
bleſſed it, and brake it, and gave it to the Diſciples, and ſaid, 
ake eat ; this is my Body. And he took the Cup, and gave 
Thanks, and. gave it to them, ſaying, Drink ye all of it : For 
this is my Blood of theNew Teſtament; which is ſhed for many, 
for the Remiſſion of Sins. And Luke xxii. 19, 20. And he 
took Bread, and gave Thanks, and brake it, and gave unto 
them, ſaying, This is my Body, which is given for you : This 
do in Remembrance of Me. Likewiſe ah the Cup after Sup- 
per, ſaying, This is the New Teſtament in my Blood, which is 
ed for you. 
5 a Partaking, &c.] This is thus expreſs'd in 1 Cor, 
x. 16. The Cup of Bleſſing which we bleſs, is it not the Com- 
munion of the Blood of Chriſt? The Bread which we break, 


is it not the Communion of the Body of Chrift See Fuſtin Agel. J. 
Martyr. We receive not the Lord's Supper as Commons. 85. 


« Bread, or Common Drink: But as our Saviour Jeſus 
« Chriſt was incarnate by the Word of God, and for Our 
& Salvation had both Fleſh and Blood; fo we have learnt, 
that this Food, which hath been bleſſed by the Prayer of 
& the Word proceeding from Him, and by which Our 
4 Fleſh and Blood are by Franſmutation nouriſhed, is the 


&« Fleſh and Blood of that incarnate Jeſus.” And [reneus, Alv. Her. 
6 The Bread which is from the Earth, after the Divine“. 4+ c. 34+ 


& Invocation upon it, is no longer Common Bread, but 
* the Euchariſt, conſiſting of two Things; the one 
« KEarthly, the other Heavenly.” 

Tranſul/tantiation] That is, a Change of the Subſtance 
| of Bread and Wine into the Subſtance of the Fleſh and 
Blood of Chriſt. But this, if any Credit is to be given to 
our Reaſon and Senſes, is a moſt abſurd Notion. It is 
likewiſe contradicted by the Scripture, which calls the Ele- 
ments this Bread, and this Cup, even after Conſecration 
(1 Cor. xi. 27, 28.) and even by the very Canon of the 
Maſs, in which *tis prayed, that the Euchariſt may become 
to us the Body and Blood of Chriſt ; which is a plain In- 
timation that it is not ſo in itſelf. Moreover this Doctrine 
of Tranſubſtantiation overthrows the Nature of a Sacra- 
ment: For nothing can be a Sacrament (or Sign) of itſelf. 
Finally, it has given Occaſion to much Superitition ; as, 
to the Elevation of the Hoſt ; to carrying it about in Pro- 
ceſſion; and even to the worſhipping of it. 
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See that remarkable Teſtimony of Irenæus, preſerv'dby 
Oecumenius. When the Greeks had taken ſome Servants 
4 of the Chriſtian Catechumens, and then urged them by 
Violence to tell them ſome of the Secrets of the Chrif. 
„ tians ; theſe Servants having nothing to ſay that might 
« gratify thoſe who offered Violence to them, except only, 
<« that they had heard from their Maſters, that the Divine 
„ Communion was the Blood and Body of Chriſt ; they, 
de thinking that it was really Blood and Fleſh, declar'd as 
much to thoſe who queſtion'd them. The Greets taking 
« this as it was really tranſacted by the Chriſtians, diſ- 
& cover'd it to others of the Greeks, who hereupon put the 
« Martyrs Sanus and, Blandina to the Torture, to make 
« them confeſs it. To whom Blandina boldly and perti- 
& nently anſwered, How is it poſſible that They would en- 
dure to do this, who for the Sake of holy Exerciſe (or 
& Abſtinence) forbear to eat even ſuch Fleſh as may be 
„ lawfully eaten.“ 

See allo Tertullian. The Bread which our Saviour took, 
c and diſtributed to his Diſciples, he made his own Body, 
“ ſaying, This is my Body; that is, the Figure of my Body.“ 
And St. Cyprian. When Chriſt ſays, I am the true 
Vine; certainly the Blood of Chriſt is not Water, but 
„% Wine. His Blood, with which we are redeemed and 
& quickened, cannot ſcem to be in the Cup, when there is 
« no Wine in the Cup, by which the Blood of Chriſt is 
&« repreſented.” This he ſake againſt theſe who gave the 
& Communion in Water only, without Wine mingled with it. 

Note, That if there be any Tranſubſtantiation here, it 
is of Blood into Wine, and not of Wine into Blood ; and 
that ſince the Blood is repreſented by the Wine, the Wine 
cannot be the Blood itſelf, ſince nothing can be a Sign or 
Repreſentation of itſelf.

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ARTICLE MM 


Of the Wicked, which eat not the Body 
of Chriſt in the Uſe of the Lord's 
Supper. 


| HE Wicked, and ſuch as be void of a 
lively Faith, although they do carnally 
and viſibly preſs with their Teeth (as St. 
Auguſtine ſaith) the Sacrament of the Body 
and Blood of Chriſt; yet in no wile are they 
Partakers of Chriſt, but rather to their 
Condemnation do eat and drink the Sign or 
Sacrament of ſo great a Thing. 


This 
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This Article is a Corollary or Deduction from the for- 
mer. For, fince Faith is the Mean whereby we eat the 
Body of Chriſt in the Lord's Supper, it is impoſſible that 
the Wicked, who have no true Faith, ſhould be Partakers 
of the Body of Chriſt. But whilſt they receive the Sym- 
bols or Signs of the Lord's Body, they receive them to 
their own Condemnation, and fin againſt Chriſt, by uſing 
fuch holy Things in ſo unworthy a Manner. 

And farther, this Article, which is drawn up in the very 
Words of St. Auguſtine, entirely overthrows the Doctrine 
of Tranſubſtantiation. For it the Elements be changed 
into the very Body and Blood of Chriſt, then no Reaſon 
can be aſſigned, why wicked Men, and even Mice, may ( 
not eat the Body of Chriſt, This even the Ramaniſis ac- 
knowledge, and ſay withal, that the Hoſt, by whomſoever 
or whatſoever devoured, is ſtill the Body of Chriſt, aslong 
as any of the Species of it remains. 

The Paſſage of St. Auguſtine, to which this Article refers, 
is in his 26th Treatiſe on St. Fohn. The Words are theſe: 
„Hie that eateth my Fleſh, and drinketh my Blood, awelleth 
&« in Me, and Tin Him. To dwell then in Chriſt, and to 
have him dwelling in Us, this is to eat that Food, and 
& to drink that Drink. And he who by this Means doth 
& not dwell in Chriſt, and in whom Chriſt doth not dwell, 
“ without Doubt neither ſpiritually eats his Fleſh, nor 
drinks his Blood, though he carnally preſs with his Teeth 
© the Sacrament of the Body and Blood of Chriſt; but 
rather to his own Condemnation he eats and drinks the 
„ Sacrament of fo great a Thing, becauſe he hath pre- 
* ſumed to come impure to the Sacraments of Chriſt, 
* which none receive worthily, but they who are pure; 
of whom it is ſaid, Bleſſed are the pure in Heart: for 
they ſhall ſee God. Matth. v. 8,

1s nat to be denied, &c. ] If one Part of this Sacrament 
be more neceſſary tnan the other, the Cup ſeems to be ſo; 
ſince it repreſents the Blood o Chriſt, to which Remiſſion 
of Sins, and our Redemption, are oftener aſcribed in Scrip- 
ture, than to his Body, Now the Ramaniſis do but trifle, 
when they ſay, that the Blood is with the Body; fince in 
the Euchariſt we commemorate, not the Life of our Lord, 

1 but his Death, in which the Blood was ſeparated from his 
Body. See 1 Cor. xi. 25. As often as ye eat this Bread, 
and drink this Cup, ye do ſhew the Lord's Death till he come. 
And Luke xxii. 19, 20. And he took Bread, and gave it 
unto them, ſaying, This is my Body which is given for you : 
This do in Remembrance of Me. Likewiſe alſo the Cup 
after Supper, ſaying, This Cup is the New Teſtament in my 

all Blood, which is ſbed for you. Chriſt himſelf hath alſo 

| guarded againſt this Piece of Sacrilege, by commanding, 
that Al ſhould drink of the Cup, Matth. xxvi. 27. And in 
Mark xiv. 23. it is ſaid, that, All drank of it; which is no 
where exprelly ſaid of eating the Bread. See alſo 1 Cor. xi. 
26, 27, 28. in all which Verſes the Corinthians in general 
are expreſly required to drink of that Cup. 

See alſo Tuſtin Martyr. * Afterwards Bread, and a Cup Abel. I. 
of Water, and Wine and Water, are brought to Him e. 85. 
« who preſides over the Brethren; and He having taken 
them, offers up Praiſe and Glory to the Father of all 
Things, in the Name of his Son, and of the Holy Ghoſt ; 
and adds a particular Thankſgiving to God, For having 
« vouchfafcd us theſe Gifts through his Hands, When he 
has finiſhed the Prayers, and the 'I'bankfgiving, all the 
«© People preſent give their joyful Aﬀent to them, ſaying, 
„Amen. The chief Miniſter having thus given Thanks, 
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and all the People having thus given their Aſſent, they 
whom we call Deacons, diſtribute to every one preſent 
the Bread, the Wine, and the Water, which have been 
thus ſanctified by giving of Thanks, that fo they may all 
partake thereof.” See alſo Ignatius. Take care to uſe 
one Euchariſt, For there is but one Fleſh of our Lord 
Jeſus Chriſt, and one Cup for the Union of his Blood.“ 
And St. Cyprian. ** The Baptiſm of faving Water is but 
once received, and is not to be repeated; but the Cup 
of the Lord is always thirfted atter and drank in the 
Church.—vince we make mention of his Paſſion in all 
our Sacrifices, (for the Paſſion of our Lord is the Sacri- 
fice which we offer) we ought to do nothing but what 
He did. For the Scripture faith, A often as ye eat this 
Bread, aad drink this Cup, ye do fhew the Lord's Death 
till he come. For to thew forth the Juſtification and the 
Teſtament of our Lord, and not to do the ſame that our 
Lord hath done; what elſe is this, but to caſt his Say- 
ings behind us, to deſpiſe the Lord's Diſcipline, and to 
commit, not earthly, bur ſpiritual Thefts and Adulteries ? 
Since he who ſteals from the Truth of the Goſpel ſuch 
Words as our Lord hath ſpoken, and ſuch Facts as he 
hath done, corrupts and adulterates the Divine Precepts.“ 


—And again. © tiow do we teach and encourage thoſe, 
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who are to fight Chriſt's Battles, to ſpend their Blogd in 
the Confeſſion of his Name, if when they are goige to 
engage, we deny them the Blood of Chriſt? Or how do 
we make them fit for the Cup of Martyrdom, if we do

Now if Chriſt himſelf be truly offered in the Maſs for 
the Remiſſion of Sins, then he is often truly flain, and his 
Blood is often truly ſhed; for without ſhedding of Blood is 
no Remiſſion, Heb. ix. 22. This certainly, if any thing, 
be ſo, is a.blaſphemous Fable, But if he is only offered 
my/tically, that is, if in the Maſs that one only Sacrifice, 
which was offered upon the Crofs, is again repreſented 
upon the Altar; then there is not in the Maſs, a true, pro- 
per, and propitiatory Sacrifice, as the Romani/?s believe;

Since it appears from the Epiſtles of St. Paul, that the

lifications the Wives of Preſbyters and Deacons ought to 
have it follows, that it is lawful for the Clergy to marry,

of the Lord and Cephas? And 1 Tim. iii. 11. Even ſo muſt 
their Mives be grave, &c. And Heb. xiii. 4. Marriage is 
honourable in All, | 

Tertullian, a married Preſhyter, wrote two Books to a 
Wife; in the firſt of which, Ch. 7. He intimates that he had 
made uſe of the Rites of Matrimony, ſaying : * Why don't 
e endeavour, as much as we can, after. the Faculty of 
« Continence ? If ever it happens to be in our Power, let 
us perfectly attain it; that ſo in the Time of Widowhood 
* we may wholly dedicate ourſelves to that which in a mar- 
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<« ried State is not altogether practicable.” And St. Cyprian Epil. 53 


does not find fault with Novatus, a Preſbyter, for being 
married, but for having committed Parricide, by ſtriking

HAT Perſon which by open Denounci- 

ation of the Church is rightly cut off 

from the Unity of the Church, and excom- 

municated, ought to be taken, of the whole 

Multitude of the Faithful, as an Heathen and 

Publigan, until he be openly reconciled by 

Penance, and received into the Church by a 
Judge that hath Authority thereunto. 


Since the Church is a Society of Holy Perſons ſubject to 


_ Chriſt, what can be mo re equitable, than that ſuch an one 
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as rebels againſt Chriſt, and by his notorious Crimes is 
become a Scandal to the Chriſtian Name, ſhould be driven 
out from the Communion of the Church, and be looked 
upon as a Heathen, ſince he lives ſuch a Heatheniſh Life? 
It is the Duty of all good Chriſtians to withdraw them- 
felves from every Brother that walketh thus diſorderly, to 
note that Alan, and to have no Company with him, that be 
may be aſhamed, 2 I hefi. iii. 6, 14. But if he repent, he is 
to be reſtored again to Communion with the Church. 
But in the mean Time it is to be obſerved, that Princes and 
Subjects, Huthands and Wives, Parents and Children, 
Maſters and Servants, notwithſtanding any Sentence of 
Excommunication, ought to perform their reſpective Du- 
ties to each other; ſince theſe are Obligations, which 
have no Dependence on the Religion of the Perſons they 
are to be performed to.

Whoſoever, through his fm Judgment, 
willingly and purpoſely doth openly break the 


Traditions and Ceremonies of the Church, 


which be not repugnant to the Word of God, 
and be ordained and approved by common Au- 
thority, ought to berebuked openly, (thatother 
may fear to do the like) as he that offendeth 
againſt the common Order of the Church, and 
hurteth the Authority of the Magiſtrate, and 
woundeth the Conſciences of weak Brethren. 
| Every particular or National Church hath 
Authority to ordain, change, and aboliſh 
Ceremonies or Rites of the Church, ordained 
only by Man's Authority, ſo that all Things 
be done to edifying.

Rites and Ceremonies are Matters indifferent in Them- 
ſelves; but when they are eſtabliſhed by the Authority of 
the Church, they ought to be obſerved by All, upon the 
Account of the Reverence due to that Authority, which is

HE Book of Conſecration of Arch- 
biſhops, and Biſhops, and Ordering of 
Prieſts and Deacons, lately ſet forth in the 
Time of Edward the Sixth, and confirmed at 
the ſame Time by Authority of Parliament, 
doth contain all Things neceſſary to ſuch Con- 
ſecration and Ordering: Neither hath it any 
thing that of itſelf is ſuperſtitious and un- 
| godly, 
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godly. And therefore whoſoever are conſe- 
crated or ordered according to the Rites of 
that Book, ſince the Second Year of the 
forenamed King Edward, unto this Time, or 
hereafter ſhall be conſecrated or ordered ac- 
cording to the ſame Rites, we decree all ſuch 
to be rightly, orderly, and lawfully conſe- 


crated and ordered. 


If any Thing be wanting in the Ordinations of the 
Church of England, the Form of which is preſcribed in the 
Book here referred to, it muſt be either with reſpect to the 
Ordainers ; but theſe are Biſhops : Or to the Manner of 


Ordaining ; but this is the Impoſition of Hands, with pro- : 


per Prayers: Or to the Perſons who are to be Ordained ; 
but theſe are examined and approved as to their Faith, 
Manners, and Knowledge; and on theſe is conferred the 
Power of doing all Things which belong to their Offices, 
There is therefore nothing wanting to make theſe Ordi- 
nations juſt and complete,

when they wy aj they laid their Hands on them, And 
As xiii. 3. And toben they had faſtea and proyed, and laid 
their Hands on them, they ſent them away. And 1 Tim. iv. 
14. Negle#t not the Gift that is in thee, which was given thee 
by Prophecy, with the laying on of the Hands of the Preſiytery. 
And 2 Tim. i. 6. Wherefore I put thee in Remembrance, that 
thou flir up the Gift of God which is in thee by the putting on 
of My Hands.

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AN T IHC LE XXIVII. 
Of the Civil Magiſtrates. 


HE Queen's Majeſty hath the chief 
Power in this Realm of England, and 
other her Dominions, unto whom the chief 
Government of all Eſtates of this Realm, whe- 
ther they be Eccleſiaſtical or Civil, in all 
Cauſes doth appertain, and is not, nor ought 
to be ſubject to any Foreign Juriſdiction, 

Whereas we attribute to the Queen's Ma- 
jeſty the chief Government, by which Titles 
we underſtand the Minds of ſome ſlanderous 
Folks to be offended ; we give not to our 
Princes the Miniſtring either of God's Word 
or of the Sacraments, the which Thing the In- 
junctions alſo lately ſet forth by Eligabeth our 
Queen, do moſt plainly teſtify: but that only 
Prerogative which we ſee to have been given 
always to all godly Princes in Holy Scriptures 
by God himſelf; that is, That they thould 
rule all Eſtates and Degrees committed to their 
Charge by God, whether they be Eccleſiaſti- 
cal or Temporal, and reſtrain with the Civil 
Sword the ſtubborn and evil Doers. 

The Biſhop of Rowe hath no Juriſdiction 
m the Realm of England. 

The Laws of the Realm may puniſh 
Chriſtian Men with Death for heinous and 
grievous Offences. 

It is lawful for Chriſtian Men, at the Com- 
mandment of the Magiſtrate, to wear Wea- 


pons, and ſerve in the Wars. 
5 | Since 
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Since Kings are by their Office the Keepers of both 
Tables, it muſt — follow, that Eccleſiaſtical Per- 
ſons, as well as Lay- men, are ſubject to their Government, 
and that they have Power to take Cognizance in all Cauſes, 
as well thoſe which concern Piety towards God, as thoſe 
which relate to Juſtice towards Men, Both pious Princes 
among the Jet, and Chriſtian Emperors in the primitive 
Church were inveſted with this Authority, Now who- 
ever ſhall aftirm, that the Kings of this Realm have not 
the ſame Authority, are ordered by Can. II. to be ip/o facto 
Excommunicated, | 

See Tertullian, © We reverence the Emperor fo far, as Ad Scapa- 
ce jt is lawful for Us, and expedient for Him; as he is a 4%, c. 2. 
« Man ſecond to God; as having received from God what- 
& ever Authority he hath ; and as inferior to God only.“ 
Note, That the Church for the firſt Three Centuries 
had no Prince, but ſuch as either perſecuted, or at leaſt 
neglected her ; and therefore that ſhe was then forced to 
take care of her own Affairs without them. But as ſoon 
as the Emperors became Chriſtians, the Affairs of the 

| Church depended upon their Management; as appears 

| from the Preface to Socrates's Vth Book of Eccleſraftical 

Hiſtory, For from thenceforth they began to call Coun- 
cils, and to receive Appeals from them, and to take Cog- 
nizance of Eccleſiaſtical Cauſes, &c. In a Word, it is 
abundantly manifeſt, that whatever Power the Church of 
England aſeribes to her Kings, the fame was made uſe of 
by the Chriſtian Emperors.

The Biſhip of Rome, c.] By what right ſhould the 
Biſhop of Rome have any Juriſdiction in this Realm? Does 
jt proceed from his being St. Peter's Succeſſor ? I anſwer, 
That all the Apoſtles were equal in Authority ; and farther, 
That St. Pau! was the Apoſtle of the Gentiles, and that 
he was not afraid to reprove St. Peter himſelf, Gal. ii. 9, 
14. Or does his Claim depend upon his Right as a Pa- 
triarch ? I an{wer that England was not within the Patri- 
archate of Rome. Or is it derived from Conflantine's Do- 
nation? Tis is too ridiculous an Impoſture to be ſeri- 
ouſly refuted, Or does it proceed from his being con- 
cerned in converting England to the Chriſtian Faith ? 
Now according to this Way of Reaſoning, all Churches, 
not excepting that of Rome, are ſubject to the Church cf 

eruſalem; but none to that of Rome, unleſs it received 
the Chriſtian Faith from her. But the Britons were con- 
verted to the Faith long before Angr/?ine, the Pope's Le- 
gate, came amongſt them, From all which it follows, that 
when the Pope of Rome concerns himſelf with our Affairs, 
he is one of thoſe who are reprehended, 1 Pet, iv, 15. as 
a Buſy- Body in other Men's Matters, 

That the Biſhop of Rome hath no Juriſdiction out of his 


own Dioceſe, appears like wiſe from St. Polycarp's not yield- 


ing to Pope Anicetus in the Controverſy about the Obſerva- 
tion of Eaſter; as was mentioned under Article XXXIV. 
See alſo St. Cyprian, Nor hath any of us ſet himſelf up 
„ for a Biſhop of Biſhops, or by any tyrannical Uſe ter- 
e rified his Collegues (or Fellow-Bithops) into a Neceſſity 
« of ſubmitting themſelves to him; Since every Biſhop is 
& at Liberty to uſe his Power according: to his Diſcretion, 
& and is neither to judge nor to he judged by another, But 
ce let us all look for the Judgment of our Lord Jeſus Chriſt, 
* who alone hath the Power both of advancing us to the 
Government

For he is the Minijter of God, a Revenger to execute Wrath 
upon him that doeth Evil.

HE Riches and Goods of + Chriſtians 

are not common, as touching the 
Right, Title, and Poſſeſſion of the fame, 
as certain Anabaptiſts do falſly boaſt. Not- 
withſtanding, every Man ought, of ſuch 
Things as he poſſeſſeth, liberally to give 
Alms to the Poor, according to his Ability. 


Are not common] The very Precepts about communi- 
cating to, and relieving the Poor, ſhew that it 1s. every 
Man's own Preperty, out of which he is thus obliged to 
relieve them. For he who thus communicates to them, 
communicates out of his own proper Poſſeſſions; and if 
all Things were common, then as no one would be rich, 
ſo neither would any one be poor.—Sce Adds v. 4. Il pile 
it remained, was it na! thine own ? and after it was ſold, 
as it not in thine ewn Power ? And Rom. Xiil. 7. Render 
to all their Dues; Tribute to whom Tribute is due, Cuſtom 
to whom Cuflom. And 2 Thefj. iii. 12. Now them that are 


fuch we command, and exhort by our Lord Jeſus Chriſt, that 


with Qwetneſs they work, and eat their own Bread. — Ste 
alſo Clement of Alexandria. How much better is it, on 
e the contrary, for a Man, by poſſeſſing a Competency, 
& to be free from the Hardſhips of Want, and to be able 
« to relieve thoſe whom it is proper to relieve? For what 
„Means would there be left for any one to communicate 
« to others, if no one poſſeſſed any T hing of his own ! How 
„ manifeſtly would this Doctrine be found to contradict 
&« ſeveral of our Lord's excellent Precepts, and particularly 
this, Make to yourſelves Priends of the Maminen of Un- 
„ righteouſneſs, that when ye fail, they may receive you into 
e everla/iing Habitations ? How ſhall any one give Meat 
* to the Hungry or give Drink to the Thirſty, or clothe the 
„ Naked, or take the Stranger in (againſt thoſe who ne- 
„ glect to do which, he denounces Hell Fire, and outer 
* Darkneſs) if every one was firſt to be deprived of the

ARTICLE XXXIX. 
Of a Chriſtian Man's Oath. 


S we confeſs that vain and raſh Swearing 
is forbidden Chriſtian Men by our Lord 


Jeſus Chriſt, and James his Apoſtle : So we 
judge that Chriſtian Religion doth not prohi- 
bit, but that a Man may ſwear when the Ma- 
giſtrate requireth, in a Cauſe of Faith and 
Charity, ſo it be done according to the Pro- 
phet's Teaching, in Juſtice, Judgment, and 
Truth. 


That only vain and raſh Oaths are unlawful, is evident 
from hence, becauſe Chriſt himſelf being adjured, or called 
upon to anſwer pon Oath, before the High- Prieſt's Judg- 
ment-ſeat, refuted not to do it, Math. xxvi. 63, 64. See 
alſo Jer. iv. 2. to which the laſt Sentence of this Article 
refers: And thou ſhalt favear, the Lord liveib, in Truth, in 
Judgment, and in Rightecujneſs. And therefore it is only 
that vain and raſh Swearing, which is meant in Matih. v. 
34. But I ſay unto you, Swear not at all. And in James v. 
12. But above all Things, my Brethren, fwear not. 

See Clement of Alexandria, The Chriitian indeed re- Strom. I. 7. 
& ligiouſly obſerves an Oath, but he is not ſubject to ſwear, 
6 as being ſeldom prevail'd upon to ſwear at all.” And 
Tertullian. But God alſo is repreſented in Scripture as Ade. Mar- 
ſwearing. Do you therefore tax him with Perjury, or cn, l. 2. 
« with vain Swearing ?” We ſee then, that in Tertullian's © 26. 
Judgment, only Perjury and vain Swearing, are to be ac- 
counted ſinful, :

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And agreeable to the Sentiments of theſe two Fathers 
are the words of St. Auguſtine, which contain a great deal 
of pour Advice, © Avoid Swearing as much as you can. 
& For it is better not to ſwear even to what is true, than 
© to accuſtom one's ſelf to Swearing, by which Men often 
& fall into Perjury, and arc always in Danger of ſo doing. 
« Butthere are ſome Perſons, who, as far as I can perceive 
& by their Talk, are entirely ignorant of what an Oath is. 
„ For they imagine that they do not ſwear, when they 
&« uſe ſuch expreſſions as theſe : God knoweth; or, God es 
« my Witneſs ; or, I call God for a Record upon my Soul, 
c Becauſe, as they alledge in theſe cafes, they don't ſay, 
& By God, and becauſe ſuch Expreſſions as I juſt now men- 
& tioned, are found in the Writings of St, Paul. But even 

de ſuch Words as they confeſs to be Swearing, are found 
te there too, For thus the Apollle faith, I proteſt by your 
& Rejotcing which I have in Chrift Feſus our Lord, I die 
| & daily. In the original Greek, This Sentence is manifeſtly 
| tc expreſs'd in the Form of an Oath, This Jobſerve, that 
| c no one may imagine that the Words, By your Rejoiting, 
& are like theſe, By my coming again te you and the like, in 
te which we ſay By a Thing without (wearing, But we muſt 
not therefore trifle with Oaths, becauſe St. Paul, a Man 
ec of unſhaken Veracity, ſwore in his Epiſtles. For, as I 
« ſaid before, it is much ſafer for Us, not to ſwear at all 
| c and, as our Lord adviſes us, to let our Communication be 
| « Ja, yea, Nay, nay: Not becauſe it is a Sin to ſwear 
& to what is true, but becauſe it is a moſt grievous Sin to 
« ſwear falfly, which that Man is moſt likely to he guilty 
* of, who is accuſtomed to ſ wear.“ oy
